Sharkey shut off the throttle 


then prepared to jump, but by that time 
he train had started over the bridge, 
vhich is fifty feet above the river, and 
ias no railing. The steam had scalded 
lis hands and face, and bis eyes were 
iractically sightless, but the steam was 
lurning deeper, and to stay in the cab 
was to die. He ran upon .;thc steps, 
jumped, grasped the narrow strip of tie 
ends beyond the sweep of the steps and 
held fast. The train sped by and stopped 
one. hundred yards distant. The fireman 
helped his engineer to the station, anc 
another crew manned the train.

The Balance^oi Power. 


Despite the earlier claims of President Taft's friends, 


and much to the surprise of those who believed that how- 
ever much dust might be kicked up befor the assembling 
.of the delegates in Chicago, the president would still have 
a safe majority in the convention, the situation has de- 
veloped down to a point where it seems almost certain 
that the balance of power is going to lie with the delegates 
who are sent to Chicago uninstructed and unhampered as 
to choice. In spite of recent manifestations of a landslide 
Eooseveltward, it does not seem within the range of prob- 
ability that the colonel will be able to make his whirlwind 
carry" him to victory on the first ballot. 


Even Mr. Taft's most astute lieutenants are con- 


vinced that he cannot now secure a majority on the first 
ballot, and there is still less likelihood that the Roosevelt 
forces will be able, to summon a delegate following strong 
enough to hand the nomination over to the colonel from 
the jump. Some of the states, where neither the progres- 
sive nor the reactionary sentiment has evolved from a 
quiescent state when delegates to 'Chicago were chosen, en- 
trusted to these delegates the authority to exercise their 
individual political judgement, and judged by the present 
outlook these will be the delegates AV!IO will name the next 
.republican nominee for the presidency. 


"Where-will they go? The uninstructed fellows are not 


apt to be a crowd greatly susceptible to stampede tactics. 
Doubtless most of them have personal convictions as to 
choice, but they are hardly the ones likely to jump before 
looking well, and they will be in position to drive a very 
sharp bargain as to political dictatorship in their respec- 
tive states. Their votes will be needed, and needed badly 
by the man who is to win the nomination, and the situa- 
tion is likely to enthrone a new array of state and district 
party leaders in the crowd that finally triumphs. The un- 
instructed delegate promises to be altogether the most im- 
portant personage with a voice in the Chicago convention.
